If 
any residentowner, after such, or any non-resident owner, af- 
ter being reasonably requested thereto by the Assessors, does 
not bring insuch list, heis thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at 
the time appointed. The request uponnon-resident owners may 
be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method that brings 
notice home to the taxpayer.

"COMMENTS FROM THE TOWN MANAGER" 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Brownville, I would 
like at this time to make the following comments: 


In the past two years, I have tried to keep all departments as 
nearly within their respective appropriations as possible. There 
have been some overdrafts but no large ones with the exception 
of General Govenment. This one will notice an overdraft of 
$2,435.00 due mainl~ to the fact that this year the town books 
closed on February first instead of February fifteenth as in 
previous years. This change of date was recommended by the 
State Department of Audit. 


At the last town meeting, it was voted to apply the excise tax 
to General Government. Betweer February 1 and February 15, 
1960, the town received approximately $2,800.00 which, if it 
could have been applied to General Government this year, would 
have leftan unexpended balance. Had the books closed the same 
date this year as last, the cost of General Government would 
have been only $108.00 more. 


I would like to thank the individual citizens and organizations 
who generously gave of their time and materials to provide 
skating rinks for young people in Brownville Village and Brown- 
ville Junction. These were constructed and maintained with 
very little cost to the town. These have been well patronized 
and J feel the project was most worthwhile. 


During the past two years, there has been nearly $20, 000. 00 
spent in the construction of State Aid road in Brownville on the 
road leading to Lakeview. This wasdone at noextracost to the 
taxpayers of Brownville. The State financed the larger part of 
this sum (as set up in Legislature) and the Town of Lakeview 
paid the balance. 


The Quarry Avenue road from Route 11 to the residence of 
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John Hughes was improved and tarred this past summer. As 
there was no special appropriation for this job, the money was 
made available from the Summer Maintenance and Tar Accounts. 
During the spring of 1959 and 1960, part of this road was im- 
passable because of the muddy condition. 


As only $500.00 was appropriated for side walk repairs and 
construction, nearly all was used to finish construction of side- 
walks at Brownville Junction, namely, the north side of Main 
Street and the west side of Front Street from Main to North 
Street. 


The un-improved section of the Schoodic Lake Road has been 
surveyed by the State and the suggestion made that we re-locate 
.94 miles from the end of the improved section continuing north 
or the now existing road to the residence of Mr. Fred Harte on 
the Avenue. 


This would eliminate the steep hill, all bad curves, andcross 
the railroad tracks at a much better location. Money could be 
made available from Town Road Improvement Funds to improve 
the Avenue and portions of the now existing road could be made 
into a private way. 


The local Civil Defense was most fortunate to secure the ser- 
vices of Mr. Malcolm Stockwell as its director. I would like 
to state that Mr. Stockwell has done a most commendable job. 
At this present time, a great deal of pressureis being brought 
to bear on each local Civil Defense organization by County, 
State and Federal Authorities. I entreat the people of Brownville 
to support Mr. Stockwell in every way possible. 


There has been some comment on the expenditures in our 
Welfare Department (Town Poor). Please note the following 
comparisons for the past ten years, which covers the cost of 
what was paid to the poor of Brownville:

I would like to add that in 1958, there were bills amounting to 
$640.25 which were held over and consequently had to be paid 
out of the 1959 appropriation. This accounts for the apparent 
increase in the cost of Welfare in 1959. 


Collection of taxes dropped to 91.6% in 1960 as compared to 
96% in 1959. 


I would like to commend the fine job that has been done this 
past year by Mrs. Rowena Porter, Town Treasurer and Office 
Secretary. She has performed her duties conscientiously and 
efficiently. 


The town books and accounts are always available to any in- 
terested citizens and IJ am glad to explain any town problems 
that may come to your attention. Please feel free to come to 
the Town Office with any questions or comments that concerns 
your town. 


I wish to thank you for the interest you have shown and the 
cooperation you have given me during the time I have served 
you as your Town Manager.

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Tuberculosis and Health — 


To the citizens and selectmenof Brownville, I hereby present 
a brief report of the work of the Piscataquis County Tuberculosis 
and Health Associationfor the period of Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1960: 


Good health is an asset that pays dividends throughout life. 
Preventing and healing sickness is the aim of public health 
workers throughout the country. Today so many illnesses are 
preventable that much emphasis is placed on health education. 
Cooperation is the keynote to success in your community health 
program. 


School Health: 

Health examinations were given to the pupils in the alternate 
grades, with special attention given to those going out for sports, 
by Dr. Curtis, the schoolphysician. Cards were sent toparents 
when conditions needing attention were found. Dental hygiene 
continues to be the number one offender, but it is worth noting 
that more pupils are apparently receiving more adequate dental 
care now than were five years ago. 


Immunizations against diphtheria, tetanus, and polio were of- 
fered. While most of the childrenin your schools are protected 
against these diseases there area fewwhoarenot. Parents are 
urged to have their children have their immunizations either 
through the school health program or from their own family 
physician. 


The audiometer is used to test the hearing of the pupils. Parents 
are notified when a hearing loss is found. 


Home visits are made throughout the year for many and varied 
reasons.

The cooperation of the teachers and the parents is greatly ap- 
preciated by the school nurse. 


Tuberculosis Control: 

Tuberculosis is not "'almost conquered". There are still 
thousands of undiscovered cases that are a constant source of 
danger to you and to your family. 


More research is needed. Better drugs remain to be dis- 
covered before tuberculosis -will be wiped out. And most im- 
portant of all, the unknown cases must be found and treated. 


Your local Piscataquis County Tuberculosis and Health As- 
sociation is working with the local and state doctors and health 
authorities that this may be accomplished. 


Your cooperation and assistance is necessary for the total 
success of this program.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Brownville 
for the Year 1960 


Public Health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health 
of individuals and families livinginacommunity. Anorganized 
program for public health is one that offers those individuals 
and families every possible chance of living and enjoying life, 
free from the handicaps of preventable disease and disability. 
In more formal terms, the objective of a public health program 
is to bring to all the people the benefits of modern medical and 
related sciences including the care and rehabilitation of the 
sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, and the 
prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of this ob- 
jective. All together they make up a "health team". The pub- 
lic health nurseis an essential member of this team. She shares 
in planning and action with other workers in the fields of health, 
education and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with 
school personnel; with citizen groups. One of her important 
function is coordination with the others involved to provide 
public health services to individuals , families, and community. 
Citizens of the community are also essential members of the 
health team. Alert tothe health needs of their community, tak- 
ing their share of responsibility to meet these needs, their con- 
tributionas health workers is indispensable to the effectiveness 
of the publichealthprogram. Avital, dynamic, working "health 
team" in the local community strengthens the public health not 
only of that community, but also of the State and the Nation. 


A series of two Child Health Conferences has been held this 
year, sponsored by the Junior Welfare Club, in Brownville 
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Village. These conferences are for well infants and preschool 
children. There was a total attendance of fifty-one children. 
Twenty -seven children received physical examinations by a 
physician. Four children were immunized against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus; twenty-five against polio and twelve 
against smallpox. 


The Parent Teachers Association sponsored aseries of three 
Child Health Conferences in Brownville Junction with a total 
attendance of eighty-eight infants and preschool children. 26 
children received physical examinations byaphysician. Twenty 
two children were immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus; forty-four against polioand five against smallpox. 
We are hoping, with your continued cooperation, to hold these 
conferences again next year or as often as seems necessary. 


Home visits were made to expectant mothers, infants and 
preschool children for care and instruction and to stress the 
importance of medical care when needed. Your Public Health 
Nurse also makes visits to adults and the aged to demonstrate 
or help in arranging for care whenneeded. When health prob- 
lems are brought to the attention of the District Health Office, 
home visits are made to help with their solution. 


The State Department of Healthand Welfare conducted clinics 
for consultation and medical care. Theseincluded Orthopedic, 
Cardias, Speech, Pediatric, Mental Health, Hard of Hearing 
and Mentally Retarded Preschool Children Clinics. Casesare 
referred to these clinics through the family physician. The 
nurse follows these cases to help arrange for appointments and 
interpret clinic recommendations. 


I would like to thank the town officials, physicians, health 
officer and the volunteer workers without whose help our work 
would be less effective.

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COMMENTS BY CIVIL DEFENSE DIREC TOR 


Since taking over as C.D. director from Mr. York, we have 
changed personnel, reshaped the plan, and organized more 
tightly. The C.D. staff has held meetings, had severalalerts, 
and is in general as well prepared as possible at the present 
time. 


Every Wednesday evening, radiation reports are sent to the 
state communication center - this is just aprecaution taken for 
the public's benefit. 


In 1958 we spent $7.20 and received $112.50 worth of mer- 
chandise from government surplus goods. In 1959 we received 
$4,688.57 for $365. 30 and the use of the tonand ahalf Chevrolet 
for a small deposit only. In 1960 $557.98 of town money pro- 
cured $13,877.70 in surplus property. Thisisa terrific saving 
and the town has benefited greatly by being associated with the 
federal, state and county overall C.D. plan. However, we lack 
several items needed to preserve our own safety as well as to 
satisfy the requirements of state and federal agencies as to the 
preparedness of our town. First and most important is two- 
way radio. This is a must in C.D. operations and would be of 
great benefit to the town in general governmental activities. 
This equipment is necessary tc maintain our eligibility on the 
surplus program - but mainly we will need it for our own pro- 
tection, use and peace of mind. 


As to the future, weplan tokeep on training, and meeting, and 
being prepared at all times. 


One more word regarding my staff. As you probably know, 
this is a volunteer service and I think we owe them a vote of 
thanks.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Brownville has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1960. The audit 
consisted of an examination of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Tax Collector, Treasurer and other municipal officials. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an analysis 
of available funds and expenditures. The results are incorporated in 
the following text, exhibits and schedules. 

The fiscal year's operations showed that the net departmental over- 


drafts amounted to $727.36, per the following summary:

Tax abatements made in the current year were the major factors contri- 
buting to the amount carried to surplus. Included in the abatements 
was an item of $2,205.60 for a 1952 personal tax. 


ASSETS . .. . The cash balance of $38,486.02 was verified by recon- 
ciliation of statements furnished by the depositories. 


Accounts receivable of $476.53 consisted of current year charity 
expenditures due from the State and other municipalities. 


Taxes receivable totaled $4,110.01, of which $4,047.49 represented 
current year's uncollected accounts. The balance of $62.52 included 
prior years' accounts dating from 1956. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $597.83 and $423.45 
respectively. 


Comments Continued Town of Brownville 


Town owed property amounted to $3,278.38, of which $2,006.46 was 

the town's investment in the Rooney Property. During the current and 
prior years, repairs and improvements to this property amounted to 
$2,213.99 and rent income credits totaled $207.53. 


LIABILITIES . . . . Accounts payable of $4,838.00 represented the 
county tax assessment. It was ascertained that payment of the tax 
was overilcoked prior to the year end closing; however, the tax had 
been paid in full at the date of audit. 


RESERVES . .. . The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended 
balance of $9,298.88, representing various operating account balances 
and overdrafts carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


Unremitted payroll deductions due governmental agencies totaled $617.4 
Cemetery perpetual care funds of $395.50 received during the year were 
uninvested at February 15, 1960. 


SURPLUS . . . . The unappropriated surplus amounted to $32,216.75, a 
decrease cf $5,118.66 for the year. The change was occasioned princi- 
pally by an appropriation for tarring roads and the net departmental 
overdrafts. 


DEBT FUND... » The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects outstanding school construction notes amount 
ing to $22,000.00. The notes were issued in 1956 and mature $2,000.00 
annually with interest at the rate of 2.9% per annun. 


TRUST FUNDS . .'. . Trust fund principals totaled $22,975.00 and a 
gain on investment transactions amounted to $1,631.89 at the year end. 
With the exception of $395.00 due from the general fund, the funds wer 
invested in various type stocks. 


GENERAL . . . »« The townspeople authorized the transfer of excise tax 
revenue to the general government accounts. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system cf internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handli 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash was mad 
and records checked tc determine the accuracy of recording cash trans- 
actions. 


Comments Continued Town of Brownville 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished 
by the depositories. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures 
and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were 
examined for a selected period. Excise tax collections were verified 
with the copies of receipts retained by the collector. Surety bond 
coverage was reviewed. 


Trust fund investments were physically examined. Hducation account 
balances were reconciled with records of the Superintendent of Schools. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accompanying 
statements and supporting information present fairly the financial 
position of the town at February 15, 1960, and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Brownville has been 
completed for the period ended February 1, 1961. The audit consisted 
of an examination of the records maintained under the supervision of 


the Town Manager, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal offi- 
cials. 


Operations for the period showed that the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed amounted to $2,223.95, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $5,620.86 
Overdrafts 3,396.91 
Net Unexpended Balance $2, 223.95 


Revenue derived from the overlay and supplemental taxes and unexpended 
balances in the protection and charity accounts were the principal 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The major over- 
draft occurred in the incidental account. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements 
and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . . . The general fund cash balance of $23,277.15 was on 
deposit in the Merrill Trust Company, Milo, Maine and the Eastern 
Trust and Banking Company, Bangor, Maine at February 1, 1961. 


Accounts receivable of $109.50 represented reimbursable expenditures 
made for state welfare cases. 


Comments Continued Town of Brownville 


Taxes receivable totaling $8,565.23 consisted principally of unpaid 
current year accounts of $8,457.52. The balance of $107.71 contained 
prior years' taxes dating from 1956. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $640.23 and $84.65 
respectively. Town owned property consisting of the Rooney property 
and two wood lots is being carried at a value of $2,500.00. 


LIABILITIES . . . . Unremitted 1961 excise tax of $19.67 due the County 
of Piscataquis and social security deductions of $67.11 were the only 
recorded general fund liabilities. 


RESERVES ... . The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended bal- 
ance of $10,906.36, representing various operating account balances 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments and/or customary practice. 


SURPLUS . . . . The unappropriated surplus amounted to $24,017.75, a 
decrease of $8,199.00 for the period. This change was occasioned 
principally by town authorized appropriations for current operations, 
less the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


DEBT FUND... . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, shows the school construction notes of $20,000.00 
which mature $2,000.00 annually with interest at the rate of 2.9% per 
annum. 


TRUST FUNDS . .. . Trust fund principals totaled $24,710.00 and gains 
on investment transactions amounted to $1,631.89. With the exception 

of $165.87 due from the general fund, the funds were invested in various 
types of stock and a bank deposit. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . .. . The departmental operating accounts showed 
an increase of $3,302.60 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 
the preceding year. A larger appropriation for education was the major 
item responsible for the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing year increased 
by $1,607.48, as compared with the balances at the start of the year. 
Increases in the education and highway account balances and decreases 
in the protection and equipment account balances, were the principal 
factors contributing to the change. 


GENERAL . . . . The townspeople authorized the use of excise tax revenue 
for general government accounts, and also appropriations from surplus 
for tar and physical education accounts. digi 


Comments Continued Town of Brownville 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished 
by the depositories or by direct confirmation. Verifications were 
utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures 
and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were 
examined for a selected period. 


Iixcise tax collections were verified with the copies of the receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were checked 
with the Superintendent of Schools. Trust fund transactions were 
reviewed and investments verified. Surety bond coverage was examined. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accompanying 
statements and supporting information present fairly the financial 
position of the Town at February 1, 1961, and the results of its opera- 
tions for the period then ended.

Betore making an assessment, the Assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notiti- 
cation in some public place in the town, or shall notify them, 
in such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in 
to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, 
of which they were possessed on the first day of April of the 
same year. If any resident owner, after such, or any non-resi- 
dent owner, after being reasonable requested thereto by the 
Assessors, does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed.

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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and ferieere of Brownville, Maine: 


It is my duty and pleasure to submit my third annual report 
to you and it is with a feeling of deep regret that my work 
here ends with this report. 


Much has been accomplished during the past year which | 
feel has been a big improvement to the town of Brownville 
and which shows progress. 


The incorporation of the Brownville Public Library, the 
Village and Junction Fire Departments were brought into effect 
this past year. This gives each a sound, legal foundation from 
which to work and develop. 


Brownville Junction acquired a new fire alarm and both the 
Junction and Brownville Village had the red network system 
installed. This, no doubt, has already proved a great ad- 
vantage. 


In the Highway Department, you will note several big im- 
provements. The construction of another section of State Aid 
Road leading to Lakeview. This was done with money made avail- 
able by the State with no added burden to the tax-payers of 
Brownville. This leaves only about one mile to complete on that 
road. 


The Underpass at Brownville Junction was altered, providing 
a 14 foot clearance for trailer trucks and other vehicles with 
high loads. This provides an opportunity for better service 
to the Junction business district. 


The Town Road Improvement money was expended on the 
road near Herman Smith's residence. This improved the 
water drainage there which causes a nearly impassable con- 
dition each spring. 


The Welfare Account. compares very favorably with previous 
years. However, there are some cases where legal decision and 
possible court action may have to be taken. If Brownville is 
proven responsible for these cases, they will have to be paid 
out of a later appropriation. 


The Board of Selectmen have had many difficult decisions 
to make during the past year. | would bring to your attention 
the meeting held on November 15, 1961 at which time the 
School Committee and Superintendent of Schools was present. 
A fire alarm system for all school buildings was discussed and 
considered by the School Committee and Superintendent 
necessary. The cost of the system was to be $2,200.00 which 
would cause an overdraft of $1,400.00 in the School Repair 
Account. The Superintendent stated that the only major re- 
pairs necessary tor the coming year was patching the root of 
one school building. He assured those present that the coming 
years appropriation could be reduced by such an amount and 
he would ask for about $1,100.00. On that assumption, the 
Board voted to allow the overdraft. 


| would like to mention the good work that is being done by 
the -Brownville Economic Development Association under the 
leadership of Murdo MacDonald. There have been many civic 
accomplishments since its organization last spring. 


At this time, | wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Town 
Clerk, Town Treasurer, Economic Development Association, the 
Fire Departments. and the Citizens of Brownville for your 
patience, consideration and cooperation during the years ! 
served you as Town Manager. 


| shall hope for your continued progress.

re-organization of the Brownville Free Public Library Associa- 
tion became necessary. Mrs. Chase had served as secretary 
and treasurer of the Association for many years. Only one 
member of the Association which had functioned very effec- 
tively for more than fifty-five years now survives. 

This group deserves much credit, not only for the earlier 
ettorts to establish the library, but again in 1951 when fire 
destroyed all evidence of their labors and not a volume nor 
an index card remained, re-establishing it. Individual dona 
tions of books, help from the State Library, and many hours 
of work contributed by Brownville citizens again gave our 
community a library. We have now approximately 3,800 books. 

Faced with the necessity of re-organization of the Associa- 
tion, a petition that a meeting be called for the purpose of 
forming a corporation was circulated. The petition was signed 
by thirty-three citizens and presented to town officials. 
August 16, 1961, was set as the date of the meeting. 

Fifteen interested citizens attended that meeting, and 
Trustees were elected as follows:

The 
School Committee has considered this but no provision is 
being made in the budget this year. 


It is with pride and satisfaction that | feel the faculty of 
the High School should be commended for the effort to be- 
come accredited as they know better than anyone else its 
value. Without the very fine spirit which they have exempli- 
fied it could not have been attained. Further, | wish to express 
my appreciation to the School Committee who have given 
much of their time to considering the various phases of the 
school and to the Town Officials for their interest in the im- 
provements.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Brownville 
for the year 196! 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and main- 
tain optimum health. Your public health nurse carries out 
this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and rehabil- 
itative services to inviduals and families in their homes; through 
health services in schools; through organized community pro- 
grams for prevention of illness and promotion of health. 


A summary of public health nursing services given in the 
town of Brownville during the year 1961 follows: 


In the spring child health conferences for infants and pre-school 

children were held. In Brownville Village these conferences were 
sponsored by the Junior Welfare Club. Fifty-six children at- 
tended; twenty-nine received physical examinations; twenty- 
two were immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus; twenty against poliomyelitis; and six had smallpox 
vaccinations. In Brownville Junction the child health confer- 
ences were sponsored by the Parent-Teacher Association. 
Eighty-four children attended; thirty-seven received physical 
examinations; thirty-one received immunization against diph- 
theira, whooping cough and tetanus, twenty-nine against po- 
liomyelitis and fifteen were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Since June the public health nurse has been giving a total 
nursing program in Brownville which includes school and tuber- 
culosis nursing. The Health Council has been re-organized with 
members representing various organizations and groups. As 
the Council members become aware of the health needs in 
your Community they aid in promoting good health practices 
and interpreting services to the citizens. 
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Volunteers from the Health Council have assisted in the 
school health program. Physical examinations were done by 
the school physician in grades one, three, five and nine. One 
hundred twenty-one children had physical examinations with 
ninety parents present. With the parents present they could 
give a history ot any past health problems and had the op- 
portunity to discuss them. Audiometer tests were given to one 
hundred thirty-three children and those with a question of a 
hearing loss will be retested in the near future. In December 
one hundred nine school children received booster immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria and tetanus and twenty-seven children 
started the series of this immunization. 


A total of one hundred seven families, consisting of one 
hundred ninety-seven cases were being followed by the pub- 
lic health nurse at the end of the year. The public health 
nurse has made home visits to expectant mothers, intanis, pre- 
school and school children, adults and the aged io guide 
nd to teach good health practices in the home. When re- 
vested by the family doctor referrals have been made to 
Cardiac, Orthopedic, Pediatric, Mental Health, Hard of Hear- 
ing and the Mentally Retarded Preschoo! Clinics. 
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With the reorganization of your Health Council some of the 
health needs in your CGommmunity will be greatly benefited 
by the various programs planned to assist in giving Brownville 
a good health service.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Brownville 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February |, 
1962. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained under the supervision of the Town Manager and 
municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $9,105.00, per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $11,126.54 
Overdrafts 2,021.54 
Net Unexpended Balance a aelenele) 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the welfare, cem- 
etery and Route #11 sidewalk accounts were the major fac- 
tors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The larger 
overdraft occurred in the tax abatement account.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash of $31,215.55 was on 
deposit in the Merrill Trust Company, Milo, Maine and the 


Eastern Trust and Banking Company, Bangor, Maine at Feb- 
rary em 962. 


Accounts receivable of $78.99 represented reimbursable ex- 
penditures made for State welfare cases. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $6,746.96 contained for the most 
part current year accounts of $6,714.50. The remaining balance 
of $32.46 was for unpaid accounts dating from 1959. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,222.83 
and $303.44 respectively. Town owned property constisting 
of the Rooney property and two wood lots is being carried 
at a value of $2,500.00. 


BIABICITIES, -RESERVES AND SURPRUS# (992 Ww ageride- 
ductions and/or contributions totaling $1,437.11 and excise 
tax collections of $81.91 were due various governmental agen- 
cies at the close of the fiscal year. 


The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance 
ot $10,488.71, representing various operating account bal- 
ances and overdrafts carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $30,053.17, an 
increase of $6,035.42 for the year. This change was occasioned 
by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and net 
gain on town owned property, less authorized transfers for cer- 
tain current operations. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, shows school construction notes of 
$18,000.00 which mature $2,000.00 annually with interest at 
2.9%/,. New notes totaling $10,000.00 issued during the year to 
finance state aid road and underpass construction mature dur- 
ing the ensuing three years. Interest on the new obligations is 
at 344°, per annum. 


TRUST FUNDS .. . The trust fund principals totaled 
$25,310.00 and gains on security transactions amounted to 
$1,631.89. With the exception of $6.87 due from the general 
fund the funds were invested in various types of stocks and a 
hank deposit. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . The departmental 
accounts showed an increase of $2,374.36 in funds raised by 
taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Larger assess- 
ments for the protection, highway and overlay accounts, less 
a smaller appropriation for education, were the principal fac- 
tors responsible for the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased $417.65, as compared with the balances at 
the start of the year. The major changes occurred in the edu- 
cation and highway accounts. 


GENERAL . . . The townspeople authorized the use of 
excise tax revenue for general government accounts and also 
transters from surplus for tar and truck accounts. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording 
cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depositories. Verifications were utilized, on 
a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets 
and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed and investments were 
verified by actual inspection. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account balances 
were checked with a report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Surety bond coverage was examined. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements present fairly the financial position 
of the Town at February I, 1962, and the results of its oper- 
ations tor the year then ended.
